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Following is personal message from you to Phoumi which 
you should convey 'personally 0 ^ §£m in Bangkok if you find it 
desirable for you to see him and appropriate in view of his 
illness; otherwise you should have General Boyle convey orally 
as soon as appropriate in Vientiane after consultation with 
Ambassador Brown. Boyle should explain to Phoumi that he is 
conveying personal message from Admiral Felt. Admiral Felt did 
not see Phoumi on his recent trip but wished Phoumi to know 
through Boyle what he would have said to him at this decisive 

juncture: 

You wish to make clear that US will not allow i^sgelf to 
be driven into war by Phoumi' s unwillingness to coop^ate j^n 
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peaceful settlement. This means that if Phoumi is holdin^<»t 
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in expectation of eventual US intervention, he is making fatal 
miscalculation which can only lead to personal and national 
disaster. Phoumi* s refusal to cooperate has already created 
an international environment in which it would be extremely 
difficult for US to intervene even if PL were aggressors in 
truce -breaking. Continued intransigence by Phoumi would make 
intervention impossible and would have as its inevitable 
result military disaster for Phoumi' s forces. 




As Phoumi knows, Souvarma and PL are increasingly at odds 

and therefore opportunities now better than ever for uniting 

all non-Communists in Laos. Such non -Communist group, if 

quickly rallied, would be assured of strong US and international 

backing. If Phoumi will play major role, which all friends of 

Laos hope he will, an effective coalition government under 

Souvanna can be established which can prevent Communist take-over. 

After political settlement there will be many problems 

connected with integration and demobilization of forces. 

Successful resolution these will require utmost cooperation 
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between Souvanna^KE and Phoumi. We expect that Phoumi will 
work closely with Ambassador Brown and General Boyle on 
military as well as political matters.
